FIRST CROP REPORT IS 
OF OPTIMISTIC NATURE 


Proportion of Winter Killed Wheat in Alberta is Lower Than Any 
Previous Year on Record—Conditions All Over Canada Are 
of Highly Satisfactory Kind

OTTAWA, May 11.—The census 
and statistics office issued today the 
first crop report of the present sea- 
sun. It deals with the area and con- 
dition of the fall wheat crop, the 


condition of hay and clover meadows 
ut the close of the winter and the 
progress of spring seeding up to the 
end of April, 

“Owlng to the mild winter and the 
favorable conditions which prevailed 
during the critical months of March 
and April, the fall wheat crop is re- 
ported us being exceptionally good on 
April 30. In Ontario, where 1,034,000 
acres were sown as — estimated lust 
fall, not more than 6.8 per cent, is 
reported as winter-killed, and in Al- 
Derta, with 230,000 acres estimated as 
sown, the proportion winter-killed is 
only 6.2 per cent. These proportions 
are lower than in any year since 1908- 
09 for Ontario and lower than in any 
previous year on record for Alberta, 
Last year the percentage winter-kill- 
ed was 19 in Ontario and 19.6 in Al- 
berta. In Ontario the area winter- 
Killed amounts this year to 71,000 
acres, and in Alberta to 14,300 acres, 

“These figur deducted from the 
heres sown leave 972,000 acres in On- 
tario and 215,700 acres in Alberta as 
the areas under fall wheat to be har 


vested, With 10,900 acres in Mani-, 
toba, 4,100 acres in Saskatchewan and 
6.000 res in British Columbia, the 


total area under fall wheat to be har- 
Vested this year amounts to 1,208,700 
acres, a& compared with $73,000 acres, 
the area harvested in 1914, 0 Whilst 
therefore us previously reported the 
area sown to wheat last fall was 9 per 
cent, thore than the area sown in the 
fall of 1913, the increased area to be 
harvested, owing to the small area 
Winter-Killed, amounts to 24 per cent, 
General Conditions Good 

“Not less satisfactory is the general 
condition on April 30, which meas- 
ured by the standard of 100 as repre- 
senting a full crop, is $3 in Ontario as 
conypared with 81 last year, and 83 
in Alberta as compared with 87.

“It is as yet wo soon to report on 
the maritime provinces, but excellent 
progress in the seeding of spring 
érainsg is reported from all the other 
tix provinces, The spring is early, 
and a8 a general rule the conditions 
for seeding have been most favorable. 
About double the amount of seeding 
Was accomplished this year on April 
80 than was completed on May 6 in 
1914, Of spring wheat 55 per cent. 
of the total was tinished tn Quebec as 
against 6 per cent, last year; in On- 
turio 73) per cent. against 24 per 
cent.; In the three western provinces 
93 per cent. was complted in Mani- 
toba, 94 per cent. in Saskatchewan, 
and 91 per cent. in Alberta, these pro- 
portion being higher than in any 
year since 1910, In British Columbia 
the percentage is 89. For all six pro- 
vinees the proportion of seeding re- 
ported as effected on April 30 was 84 
per cent. for wheat, 45 per cent. for 
oats, 38 per cent. for barley and 63 
per cent, for all crops.”
